RECENTLY  one  of  the  speak- 
ers in  Sacrament  Service 
related  a  story  of  a  man  who  had 
gained  some  prominence  in  the 
community  where  he  lived.  In  the 
course  of  gaining  this  prominence 
he  had  somehow  made  a  very 
powerful  enemy  who  resolved  to 
destroy  him.  To  accomplish  this 
end  he  engaged  the  services  of  a 
very  questionable  woman  and  per- 
suaded her  to  bring  some  false 
charges  of  a  moral  nature  against 
this  enemy. 

As  with  all  cases  of  this  sort, 
the  tale  soon  spread  and  the  truth 
could  not  catch  up  with  it,  and 
the  prominent  and  well  thought- 
of  man  in  the  community  was 
vilified  and  forced  to  resign  his 
position  and  felt  disposed  to  leave 
the  community. 

Some  years  passed  and  the  lady 
who  had  taken  part  in  spreading 
the  false  tale,  confessed  that  it 
was  not  true. 

Some  of  the  people  who  had 
been  most  active  in  bringing  pres- 
sure upon  the  accused  felt  duty 
bound  to  seek  him  out  and  apolo- 
gize for  their  actions  .After  a  long 
search  they  found  him  and  said 
that  the  lady  had  confessed  that 
the  accusations  brought  against 
him  were  false.  They  urged  him  to 
return   to  the   community. 

His  reply  was:  "The  accusations 
were  false  then,  but  are  true  now." 

This  story  could  be  true  in  two 
respects:  first,  that  it  is  a  human 
failing  to  spread  a  tale  about 
another,  especially  if  it  brings  him 
discredit:  and  secondly,  that  some 
people    give    up    under    adversity 


and  lose  the  fight.  This  latter  as- 
pect is  perhaps  the  most  damag- 
ing of  the  two.  The  one,  the 
spreading  of  false  rumours  by 
others,  we  can  scarcely  control. 
The  second,  that  of  giving  up  the 
fight,  depends  on  us. 

I  would  suppose  that  hardly 
anyone  can  go  through  life  with- 
out having  something  of  a  deroga- 
tory nature  said  him.  I  am  per- 
suaded that  the  essential  thing  is 
not  that  this  may  be  said  about 
him,  but  whether  it  is  true  or  not. 
Lincoln  said,  "If  what  I  am  doing 
is  right,  it  will  come  out  all  right 
in  the  end.  If  it  is  wrong,  seven 
angels  swearing  that  it  is  right 
will  not  help."  If  in  our  own  mind 
and  conscience  what  we  are  doing 
is  right,  we  should  have  the  inner 
strength  to  face  the  consequences. 
Our  friend  in  the  story  who,  after 
facing  disgrace  by  false  charges 
and  who  gave  up  the  fight  and 
later  said  that  it  was  all  true 
then,  had  a  defect  in  his  charac- 
ter. 

I  am  thinking  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph.  Few  men  were  more  ma- 
ligned during  their  lifetime  than 
he.  Traitors  and  enemies  brought 
charges  against  him  and  took  him 
to  court  on  numerous  occasions. 
In  each  instance  he  was  acquitted, 
save  the  last  time  when  he  was 
murdered  before  a  verdict  was 
rendered. 

His  response  was,  "I  have  a  con- 
science void  of  offense  towards 
God  and  men." 

It  is  only  natural  that  at  times 
we  can  become  discouraged.  When

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moderation 

THERE  is  no  man  who  cannot  be  a  .good  man,  nor  any  man  who 
cannot  become  better.  This  is  the  basis  of  all  Christian  religious 
practice.  It  is  founded  solidly  upon  the  teachings  and  precepts  of  the 
Saviour,  and  has  been  tested  by  the  wisdom  of  the  philosophers  and 
theologians  of  many  centuries,  but  proven  only  by  those  who  live 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  Lord.  Those  fundamental  laws  invoke  upon 
us  neither  a  life  of  gratification  nor  an  attitude  of  moderation.  If  we 
give  less  than  total  devotion,  it  is  less  than  the  Lord  desires. 

In  the  world  today  there  is  a  prevalent  philosophy  of  moderation  in 
all  things.  How  absurd  this  philosophy  must  appear  in  the  eyes  of  an 
honest  hearted  Christian!  Should  we  indulge  moderately  in  paganistic 
rituals?  Is  it  proper  to  practice  moderation  in  thievery,  adultery,  and 
murder?  Does  the  commandment  read:  Thou  shalt  covet  only  in 
moderation?  Are  we  to  honour  our  parents  and  worship  our  God  only 
moderately,  or  perhaps  blaspheme  in  equal  measure?  Surely  this  is 
wrong. 

But  in  what  areas  then  should  we  practice  moderation?  Evidently 
not  applicable  in  the  universal  domain  so  commonly  cited,  moderation 
must  be  allowed  only  in  a  carefully  restricted  area.  If  we  think  of 
any  one  virtue  or  any  one  godly  characteristic,  we  must  realise  that  to 
restrict  its  practice  is  to  commit  spiritual  suicide.  On  the  other  hand, 
ungodly  or  devilish  qualities  must  be  totally  eliminated  and  not 
tolerated  in  our  lives  at  all.  With  regard,  then,  to  either  virtues  or 
vices,  moderation  is  an  impossible  doctrine. 

However,  in  the  consumption  of  food  and  drink,  moderation  is  a 
wise,  even  a  commanded  policy.  Anyone  who  reads  the  eighty-ninth 
section  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  will  find  the  Lord  expressing 
this  fact  clearly  and  repeatedly:  meat  is  to  be  used  sparingly,  grain  is 
to  be  eaten  in  the  times  of  famine  or  excess  of  hunger,  and  herbs  and 
fruits  are  to  be  consumed  with  prudence  and  thanksgiving.  There  are 
some  substances  which  are  not  to  be  used  as  foods  at  all;  abstinence  is 
the  only  allowable  practice  here.  But  even  with  regard  to  bona  fide 
foodstuffs,  the  vice  of  gluttony  is  to  be  abandoned  and  a  practice  of 
moderation  is  enjoined  upon  us. 

Likewise,  in  the  free  bestowal  of  blessings  upon  our  friends  and 
neighbours,  moderation  is  a  practice  well  worth  careful  consideration.  If 
we  grant  our  children  everything  they  wish,  they  soon  become  parasites 
and  they  never  develop  the  qualities  of  independence  and  industry  which 
allow  us  to  serve  the  Lord  fully.  We  should  make  pledges  and  promises 
only  in  moderation,  neither  making  impossible  committments,  nor 
allowing  fear  to  restrain  us  from  making  any.  Gaiety  should  be  ex- 
hibited in  moderation,  for  levity  in  the  extreme  is  a  mark  of  shallowness 
that  keeps  a  man  from  great  things,  while  constant  solemnity  is  neither 
conductive  to  pleasant  relationships  nor  a  fitting  countenance  for  one 
who  knows  God's  goodness.  Thus  the  practice  of  moderation  is  not 
without  its  good  and  proper  aspects. 

We  may  fairly  state  that,  with  regard  to  any  specific  practice,  if  an 
extreme  in  that  matter  is  more  in  accord  with  Christ's  standard  of 
perfection  that  is  the  moderate  "middle  ground",  then  the  principle  of 
moderation  is  not  applicable.  Thus,  for  example,  if  it  is  better  to  abstain 
completely  from  alcohol  than  to  indulge  even  moderately,  then  com- 
plete abstinence  is  the  teaching  of  Christ,  for  nothing  is  better  than 
perfection.

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THE  QUEST  FOR  A  FRIEND

THE  SECOND  great  commandment  is  to  "love  thy  neighbour  as  thy- 
self". The  scriptures  are  filled  with  exhortations  to  love  our  fellow- 
men.  In  fact,  we  are  taught  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  the  right 
attitude  toward  God,  if  we  do  not  have  the  right  attitude  toward  our 
associates.  Yet  very  often  we  hear  such  remarks  as:  "I  do  not  know  any- 
one; all  of  my  friends  are  in  the  Church,"  or,  "They  are  really  odd 
people;  no  one  really  likes  them." 

The  Saviour  said  that  we  could  test  the  depth  and  sincerity  of  a 
person's  love  by  the  service  which  he  renders  to  others.  He  exemplified 
his  love  for  people  throughout  his  ministery  and  especially  when  he 
gave  his  life  for  every  single  person  who  ever  lived  on  the  earth.  No  one 
loves  a  child  more  than  his  mother  who  sacrifices  her  time  and  her 
interests  for  his  welfare.  Those  who  love  the  Church  to  the  highest 
degree  are  those  who  serve  the  most.  We  tend  to  love  those  things  for 
which  we  sacrifice  to  the  greatest  extent.  By  these  means,  those  who 
love  their  neighbours  show  it  by  their  actions  in  daily  life.  We  cannot 
love  our  neighbours  and  do  nothing  for  them.  Empty  professions  of 
love  are  highly  condemned  by  the  teachings  of  the  gospel. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  method  for  destroying  enemies  was  given  by 
the  Lord  when  he  said:  "love  your  enemies  and  do  good  to  them  who 
despitefully  use  you."  If  properly  followed,  this  method  can  serve  as  a 
weapon  which  will  leave  the  enemy  completely  stunned  and  defenseless. 
In  this  condition  it  will  be  much  easier  for  us  to  establish  a  strong 
friendship  which  will  overcome  any  animosity  that  may  have  existed 
previously. 

All  of  us  have  good  intentions  of  making  friends  with  our  neighbours, 
but  most  of  our  plans  never  leave  the  drawing-board.  One  lady  who 
did  more  than  just  plan  to  help  her  neighbour  was  Laura  P.  Merrill, 
a  widow  in  Logan,  Utah.  On  one  winter  day,  thirty-seven  Korean  war 
veterans  were  suddenly  killed  when  their  plane  crashed  into  a  high 
ridge  in  Southern  Idaho.  The  snows  were  deep,  making  it  impossible  for 
rescue  teams  to  remove  their  bodies  until  Spring.  Everyone  in  the 
surrounding  area  mourned  the  death  of  the  service  men,  but  Mrs.  Merrill 
did  more  than  feel  sorry.  She  wrote  a  four  page  letter  to  each  of  the 
victim's  parents  explaining  the  nature  of  the  surroundings  where  the 
men  had  died  and  the  grief  which  it  brought  to  the  people  in  that 
area.  Within  a  few  weeks,  return  letters  began  to  pour  in  from  grateful 
parents  who  appreciated  the  thoughtful  act  of  Mrs.  Merrill.  Her  good 
plans  had  been  carried  to  a  fulfillment  and  she  reaped  the  results. 

Many  times  we  ask  ourselves,  "Just  who  is  my  neighboui  ?"  In 
establishing  this,  should  we  ask  of  their  nationality,  to  what  church  they 
belong,  or  what  their  occupation  might  be?  Would  we  stop  to  ask  a 
drowning  man  if  he  was  a  member  of  our  Church?  Our  only  criterion  in 
deciding  who  is  our  neighbour  should  be:  can  we  render  any  service  to 
him?  Of  course,  our  Father  in  heaven  is  concerned  with  the  members 
of  His  Church,  but  He  also  loves  His  other  children  in  all  the  nations 
of  the  world.  Let  us  widen  the  boundries  of  our  neighbourhood  to  match 
the  boundaries  of  the  world. 

By  showing  a  genuine  interest  in  every  person  that  we  meet,  we  can 
not  only  fulfil  an  ancient  commandment  to  love  our  neighbour,  but  also 
a  modern  call  from  the  Lord  for  "every  member  to  be  a  missionary".

A  MESSAGE  TO  PRIMARY  MOTHERS

BY  this  time  you  should  all  have  received  the  1964  Standard  of 
Reverence,  and  I  hope  you  are  presenting  it  each  week  as  outlined, 
in  order  to  help  our  children  to  be  more  reverent.  A  few  Primaries  have 
already  presented  the  programme  on  the  Standard  in  their  Branches 
for  the  "Primary  Family  Hour".  It  has  proven  to  be  a  great  spiritual 
experience.  It  certainly  gives  us  a  truly  beautiful  feeling  to  know  that 
we  and  the  children  we  teach  are  all  our  Heavenly  Father's  children,  and 
that  we  are  working  together  that  we  might  grow  closer  to  Him  each 
day. 

With  reference  to  the  new  standard,  you  will  find  full  instructions 
for  the  general  presentation  each  week  on  the  first  five  pages.  There  is 
a  slight  error,  though,  as  printed  on  page  five,  in  the  instructions  for 
making  the  chart.  It  is  suggested  that  the  chart  or  flannel  board  be 
made  of  two  pieces  of  heavy  card-board  22"  x  28".  The  two  pieces  of  card- 
board are  to  be  hinged  together  with  masking  tape  so  that  they  will 
open  up  like  a  book.  This  is  to  facilitate  their  transport  and  storage 
under  the  average  primary  conditions. 

When  the  two  pieces  have  been  properly  hinged,  the  total  size  of 
the  chart  would  then  be  44"  x  28".  One  piece  of  blue  outing  flannel  45  by 
29  inches  and  one  piece  of  gray  outing  flannel  45  by  29  inches  are 
necessary  to  cover  the  chart.  The  other  instructions  on  page  five  for 
covering  the  chart  are  correct. 

The  two  colours  of  the  flannel  are  suggested  since  these  two  colours 
are  the  most  effective  background  for  the  pictures  to  be  used  throughout 
the  year.  Some  pictures  will  be  effective  on  the  blue,  others  will  be  more 
effective  on  the  gray.  If  it  is  difficult  to  secure  either  of  these  colours  of 
flannel,  Primary  workers  should  make  the  best  substitution  they  can. 

God  bless  you,  my  beloved  sisters.  The  Primary  challenge  is  simply 
beautiful:  "Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven."  May  we  allow  nothing  to  hinder  us  as  we  humbly 
strive  to  accomp1i~h  this  charge.  May  we  nev^r  betray  this  sacred  trust.

En  Jesus  aantwoord 
hulle:  Deur  julle  ongeloof,  want, 
voorwaar,  Ek  se  vir  julle,  as  julle 
geloof  bet  soos  'n  mosterdsaad  sal 
julle  vir  hierdie  berg  se:  Gaan 
Weg  hiervahdaan  daarnatoe!  en 
hy  sal  weggaan,  en  niks  sal  vir 
julle  onmoontlik  wees  nie,"  en 
verder:  „En  hy  het  daar  van  wee 
hulle  ongeloof  nie  baie  kragtige 
dade  gedoen  nie."

In  ons  dae  kan  mens  al  te  dik- 
wels  dieselfde  uitroep  hoor  wat 
ook  so  dikwels  die  oor  van  Jesus 
getref  het:  „Meester,  ons  wil 
graag  'n  teken  van  U  sien.  Maar 
Hy  antwoord  en  se  vir  hulle:  'n 
Slegte  en  owerspellige  geslag  soek 
na  'n  teken."  (Mattheus  12:38,39.) 

Wat  waar  was  vir  die  bale  ge- 
slag, het  ook  gegeld  vir  die  indivi- 
du  en  wat  toe  waar  was,  is  nou 
waar,  wat  alle  soekers  na  tekens 
in  'n  onaangenaame  posisie  plaas

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Do  your  own  Work

GOD  placed  man  in  a  garden  with  the  instruction  that  he  should 
dress  it  and  keep  it.  He  has  created  for  us  boundless  possibilities 
of  life;  He  made  us  without  our  aid  or  assistance  in  any  regard.  It  was 
alone  that  God  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth — without  any  human 
aid  at  all.  For  that  work,  man  would  have  been  of  little  use.  It  is  after 
this  that  we  read  of  God  saying,  Let  us  make  man  that  he  may 
replenish  the  earth  and  subdue  it  and  have  dominion  over  it.  We  do 
not  say  that  man  was  an  after  thought  of  God;  but  we  do  say  that  he 
was  created  for  God's  after- work. 

God  has  created  the  unknown  possibilities  of  nature,  but  the  fulfill- 
ment of  these  possibilities  is  man's  work  and  not  God's.  One  great  writer 
was  right  when  he  said  that  man  is  God's  "chest  of  tools".  That  is 
precisely  the  truth:  we  are  the  instruments  that  God  requires  for  carry- 
ing out  His  purposes. 

Although  we  cannot  create  a  new  force  or  manufacture  a  new  seed, 
we  can  determine  what  shall  be  done  with  the  forces  and  seeds  that 
are  already  created.  No  man  can  create  a  new  river,  but  he  has  often 
increased  the  value  of  an  existing  one  by  changing  its  course. 

Think  of  the  country  of  Holland.  Hundreds  of  years  ago.  there  was 
no  such  country  as  we  know  it  today,  but  its  possibilities  were  there. 
These  had  been  created  by  God,  and  then  they  were  left  until  man  came 
to  bring  them  into  realisation. 

God  has  given  to  us  rich,  gleaming  waters  for  the  quenching  of  our 
thirst.  We  do  not,  however,  expect  that  they  are  going  to  find  their 
way  into  our  house  unless  we  lay  down  he  water-pipes. 

God  rested  from  His  labours  not  because  all  was  finished,  but  because 
He  had  done  all  that  even  He  could  do  for  men;  the  rest  they  must  do 
for  themselves.  And  this  is  the  truth:  man  must  do  his  own  work. 
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active  church  members  once  more. 

We  are  told  over  and  over  again  in  the  scriptures  to  teach  diligently 
and  to  help  one  another.  And  how  wise  our  Lord  is,  for  each  one  of  us 
has  been  blessed  with  something  either  in  experience,  knowledge, 
understanding,  love,  compassion,  sympathy,  joyousness,  enthusiasm,  and 
so  forth,  which  we  can  pass  on  to  someone  else.  Do  not  ever  think,  no 
matter  how  inadequate  you  may  feel  in  comparison  to  another,  that 
you  have  nothing  to  give.  If  you  do,  just  pray  to  our  Father  to  enlighten 
you,  and,  if  we  use  our  gifts  properly  and  to  the  fullest  extent,  we  will 
all  be  able  to  save  a  soul  or  two. 
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^l^OUTH  is  life.  It  is  in  our  youth  that  life  is  begun;  it  is  as  we  run 
■*■  out  of  youth  that  life  expires;  and  it  is  true  that  the  renewed  ex- 
pression of  youth  is  a  reawakening  of  life.  As  we  mature,  youth  matures; 
but  it  need  not  disappear  altogether.  Youth  is  a  magic  ingredient  that 
moves  people;  it  is  the  animating  principle  that  keeps  an  octagenarian 
from  being  an  old  man;  and  it  is  as  well  the  force  that  pushes  teen-ager 
and  adult  alike  into  new  experiences  and  adventures. 


Maturity  is  experience  and  wisdom.  It  is  in  our  maturity  that  wisdom 
ripens;  it  is  as  we  run  out  of  childishness  that  our  life  takes  shape  and 
meaningful  form;  and  it  is  true  that  the  constant  watchguard  of 
maturity  will  bring  us  ever  closer  to  that  standard  of  perfection  which 
is  our  Father  in  heaven.  In  our  youth,  maturity  is  mysterious  and 
elusive.  But  it  need  not  be  absent  altogether.  Maturity  is  the  settling 
principle  that  brings  freedom  from  strife;  it  is  the  leveling  concept  that 
prevents  a  youth  from  retrogressing  to  childhood;  and  it  is  the  buffer 
that  keeps  youthful  octagenarians  from  unwise  exertions. 


Youth  and  maturity  are  two  forces  then  that  are  mingled  in  all 
life:  even  the  young  in  years  are  developing  their  quality  of  maturity 
and  the  elderly  who  have  developed  this  principle  are  still  exhibiting 
an  amount  of  youth.  One  is  a  force  and  one  is  a  buffer.  They  are  neither 
in  opposition  nor  in  equal  quantities  in  all  our  actions.  But  they  are  in 
all  ot  us. 


In  Cumorah,  then,  we  may  expect  to  find  this  interplay  of  youth  and 
maturity  fully  expressed  and  the  result  will  be  life  itself.  The  activities 
will  form  a  broad  spectrum  with  youthful,  energetic  exhuberance  on  the 
one  end,  and  meditative,  moderated  concern  on  the  other.  Neither  is 
really  an  end  in  itself,  and  Cumorah  remains  fixed  at  no  one  point  on 
this  scale.  Rather  it  slides  all  along  the  line  between  them  and  finds  all 
sorts  of  life  in  its  members  and  all  sorts  of  members  for  its  life.  In 
between  these  two  extreme  end-points,  is  a  well-moderated  life  with 
youth  and  maturity  both.  And  there,  more  often  than  not,  you  will 
find  our  Latter-day  Saints.  And  that  is  the  message  we  bring  at  this 
time;  that  is

WE  too  have  this  drive  or 
desire  to  know  what  is  in  a 
thing.  We  long  to  understand  the 
universe,  for  we  are  part  of  it;  we 
search  to  comprehend  the  earth, 
for  we  are  upon  it.  And  we  grasp 
at  the  significance  of  Cumorah 
for  we  are  Cumorah;  it  is  or 
should  be  our  life  that  is  mirrored 
in  her,  it  is  her  activity  that  brings 
us  joy.  Let  us  then  delve  inside 
her  and  see  what  keeps  her  going. 

It  takes  power  to  maintain  any 
activity  and  the  power  which  is  at 
our  disposal  is  that  of  the  priest- 
hood. Recently  throughout  the 
Mission  a  commemorative  pro- 
gramme was  held  in  honour  of 
the  restoration  of  this  authority 
to  the  earth.  Klerksdorp  reports 
that  their  programme  was  a  great 
success,  with  talks  of  a  high  qual- 
ity and  inspirational  nature  being 
given.  This  we  can  well  assume 
was  the  case  all  around  Cumorah. 
for  the  programme  was  designed 
according  to  an  outline  provided 
for  the  use  of  the  entire  world- 
wide church.  With  special  and 
appropriate  talks  given  during  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood  meeting,  each 
and  every  bearer  of  that  Priest- 
hood was  reminded  once  more  of 
his  responsibilities  and  blessings 
in  a  most  effective  manner.  Tes- 
timonies were  revealed  and  given 
so  that  all  present  might  know 
that  others  have  witnessed  the 
Spirit  and  felt  the  promptings 
and  have  developed  the  witness  of 
the  power  of  God. 

Although  not  each  Branch  held 
their  own  service  that  evening  of 
the  17th  (East  Rand  for  example 
joined  ranks  with  Springs 
Branch),  nonetheless  each  and 
every  member  attending  the 
sacrament  service  was  uplifted 
and  inspired  by  the  proceedings 
they  witnessed.  The  programmes 
were  designed  to  relate  the  priest- 
hood to  our  way  of  living  in  this 
twentieth  century  and  to  provide 
answers  to  some  vital  questions. 
A  basic  consideration  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  Priesthood  was  pre- 
sented, allowing  members  to  re- 
acquaint  themselves  with  its 
function,  restrictions,  and  admi- 
nistrations. The  prime  importance 
of   a  proper  perspective  and   atti- 


tude was  discussed,  and  the  entire 
programme  was  patterned  after 
the  theme  of  the  restoration  as 
set  forth  in  The  Pearl  of  Great 
Price,  Joseph  Smith  2:66-73.  This 
programme  inspires  us  all  as  we 
see  again  the  power  that  is  evi- 
denced in  the  simple  presentation 
of  these  truths. 

The  Priesthood  holders  were 
also  busy  with  other  things  as 
well  this  month.  In  almost  every 
branch  speakers  were  visiting  and 
sharing  their  experiences  and 
thoughts  with  the  members  there, 
and  to  a  large  extent  these  speak- 
ers were  Priesthood  members  and 
leaders  of  the  mission.  Brother 
Alexander,  for  instance,  spoke  at 
East  Rand  Branch  while  Elder 
Tex  Smith  visited  there  a  few 
weeks  later.  As  the  authorities  of 
our  Mission  and  its  Districts  visit 
with  us  and  enable  us  to  partake 
of  their  testimonies  and  thus 
strenethen  our  own,  they  often 
provide  us  with  encouraging 
thoughts  and  happy  suggestions 
that  we  ourselves  would  not  have 
realised. 

Pretoria  Melchizedek  Priesthood 
holders  and  their  families  also 
had  an  interesting  day  on  the  9th 
of  May,  when  they  visited  the 
Snakepark  at  Halfway  House. 
Here  they  not  only  learned  many 
things  about  some  of  our  reptile 
friends  and  foes,  but  they  also 
experienced  a  new  sensation  a? 
they  witnessed  snakes  being 
milked  by  the  experts  at  the  park. 
It  is  extra  events  of  this  nature, 
along  with  the  ODportunity  to 
work  side  by  side,  that  brings  the 
Priesthood  bearers  close  together 
and  enables  them  to  act  with  one 
accord,  the  way  the  Lord  would 
like  to  see. 

The  womenfolk  have  not  been 
idle  either,  by  any  means.  The 
Mowbray  Relief  Society  Visiting 
Teachers  have  been  putting  forth 
the  energy  and  verve  that  is 
bound  to  please  the  Lord,  and 
have  been  regularly  achieving  a 
100%  record  for  more  than  a  year 
straight  now.  They  had  a  celebra- 
tion for  this  achievement  on  the 
4th  of  June,  when  they  all  made 
a  trip  to  the  bio  as  a  "ladies  only"' 
contingent   and   had   a   wonderful, 
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and  well-earned  treat.  Through- 
out the  Mission  now,  the  Relief 
Society  is  going  into  recess  and 
"final"  programmes  are  being 
presented.  This  recess  does  not, 
however,  mark  the  cessation  of  all 
activity,  for  these  sisters  really 
know  no  termination  to  their  la- 
bours, and  they  continue  to  hold 
at  least  one  meeting  each  month. 
And  of  course  it  is  these  same  sis- 
ters who  bake  cakes,  sell  bricks, 
and  do  anything  else  to  help 
raise  the  needed  funds  for  the 
building  programme  that  affects 
almost  every  branch  of  the 
mission  now.  The  Springs  sisters 
also  catered  at  the  recent  Priest- 
hood dinner  and  did  a  marvellous 
job.  earning  the  plaudits  and 
thanks  of  all  who  were  present. 
And  when  the  sisters  do  not  have 
anything  on  the  fire  at  the  present 
time,  they  begin  to  plan  for  their 
next  event.  The  Relief  Society  of 
Durban  is  already  planning  a  fete 
to  be  held  in  November.  In  order 
to  raise  money  for  this  event, 
Sister  Joyce  Wahlburn  has  begun 
to  organise  a  concert,  scheduled 
for  the  third  of  July.  If  we  can 
form  a  sound  judgment  from  the 
results  of  the  rehearsals  thus  far. 


it  should  be  a  real  top-notch 
affair.  Some  of  the  unusual  acti- 
vities of  these  valiant  sisters  in- 
clude the  attending  of  lectures 
such  as  the  one  on  Cancer  Re- 
search attended  by  the  Port  Eliza- 
beth Sisters  at  St.  John's  Hall,  or 
the  calisthenics  enjoyed  by  the 
Ramah  Sisters  at  their  work 
meetings.  These  sisters  believe  in 
keeping  fit.  And  the  activities  of 
Relief  Society  will  keep  them  in 
good  shape:  physically,  morally, 
and  spiritually.

All  this  activity  is  accom- 
plished by  people;  people  like  you 
and  I,  people  who  are  not  afraid 
to  work,  who  will  roll  up  their 
shirt-sleeves  or  sit  down  and  think 
diligently  to  provide  the  things 
we  all  appreciate  and  have  grown 
to  depend  upon.  Let  us  take  a  look 
at  some  of  these  dedicated  and 
special  people.

DYASON 


IN  August  1932,  when  the  first 
South  African  Mission  Pri- 
mary had  its  humble  beginnings, 
one  of  the  seven  children  to  be 
enrolled  was  Sister  Hilda  Mar- 
garetha  Swart.  She  attended 
regularly  and  was  graduated  at 
the  proper  time.  But  the  activities 
of  Primary  have  occupied  more  of 
her  time  than  that.  Many  bless- 
ings have  been  hers  because  of 
her  faithfulness  and  she  has  car- 
ried with  her  a  great  courage  and 
perserverance  which  have  kept 
her  in  good  stead.  As  a  young 
wife  and  mother,  she  seriously 
dedicated  herself  to  the  task  cf 
increasing  these  qualities  which 
would  bring  to  her  and  to  her 
family  the  marvellous  spiritual 
and  temporal  blessings  which  the 
Lord  has  premised  to  those  who 
are    faithful.    For    10    years,    from 
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1949  to  1954  and  again  from  1959 
to  the  present  time,  Sister  Dya- 
son,  as  she  is  now  known,  has 
taught  one  or  another  of  the 
different  Primary  groups.  She  has 
shared  their  experiences  with 
them  and  lived  their  joys  and 
troubles.  Truly  she  has  been  one 
with  them.  From  1952  to  1954  she 
was  appointed  to  be  President  of 
the  Mowbray  Branch  Primary, 
which  position  she  filled  honour- 
ably and  with  great  credit  and 
much  contentment  amongst  those 
under    her    care.    Upon    her    re- 


appointment as  teacher  in  1959, 
she  also  held  the  positions  of 
pianist,  chorister,  and  secretary 
at  different  periods.  After  ten 
years  she  is  still  going  strong  and 
still  fulfilling  righteously  and 
proudly  the  trust  that  is  hers,  to 
work  with  young  boys  and  girls 
and  help  to  mould  their  lives.  It 
was  a  great  and  memorable  occa- 
sion for  all  of  Mowbray  when  the 
Branch  Presidency  honoured  her 
by  presenting  her  with  the  ten- 
year  pin  in  grateful  acknowledge- 
ment of  her  faithful  service. 


Klerksdorp  has  had  a  revision 
of  its  Branch  Presidency  and 
Louis  Philippus  Hefer  has  become 
its  new  guide  and  leader.  Presi- 
dent Hefer,  who  replaces  Presi- 
dent Wilson,  is  28  years  old  and 
was  baptised  in  1958,  almost  five 
months  after  his  marriage  to 
Gesina  Maria  Susanna  Faber  in 
Johannesburg.

AS  always,  the  building  pro- 
gramme of  the  Church  in 
South  Africa  is  one  of  the  most 
active  of  all  programmes  in  this 
sunny  land.  Only  the  snow  which 
recently  startled  us  all  was  able 
to  put  a  damper  and  slowing  hand 
upon  things.  Even  then,  after 
everyone  had  had  the  chance  to 
throw  a  few  snowballs  and  erect 
a  stoney-eyed  snowman,  the  work 
went  right  ahead  and  no  effort 
was  too  large,  no  time  period  too 
small  to  be  used  for  this  exciting 
phase  of  our  present  Church  func- 
tioning. 

Many  chapels  have,  of  course, 
already  been  completed — formal- 
ly. But  there  remains  the  work  of 
beautifying  these  chapels  and 
landscaping  their  grounds.  Here 
the  Priesthood  is  put  to  work,  but 
the  Sisters  lend  their  hands  and 
efforts  as  well.  The  Salisbury 
grounds  are  now  completely 
cleared  and  levelled  and  they  are 
beginning  to  plant  the  trees  and 
shrubbery  now.  Other  buildings 
are  still  in  progress  or  in  the  ini- 
tial stages  of  actual  work. 

Out  in  Vereeniging,  for  instance, 
the  chapel  site  has  been  cleared 
and  the  excavating  of  the  foun- 
dation has  begun.  With  a  com- 
pleted chapel  desired  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  these  members  are 
putting  forth  their  greatest  efforts 
and  are  making  good  progress. 
Since  most  of  the  work  is  of  a 
heavy  nature  right  now,  the  sis- 
ters are  holding  their  forte  on  the 
grounds  as  cake-bakers  and 
sellers,  while  lending  both  moral 
and  physical  support  wherever 
they  can.  Carletonville  too  is  get- 
ting in  on  the  act,  as  they  prepare 
for  their  chapel,  the  plans  of 
which  have  already  been  filed 
with  the  City  Council.  The  sisters 
are  hard  at  work  already  with 
their  cake  pans  and  Brother  and 
Sister  Alexander  have  assisted 
with  an  Italian  dinner  held  at 
their  place  on  the  thirtieth  of 
May.  The  Carletonville  Chapel 
will  be  built  in  stages  and.  acting 
in  conjunction    with    the    zeal    of 


the  members  there  and  with  the 
full-time  missionaries  labouring 
there,  this  branch  is  destined  to 
grow  and  exceed  even  the  dreams 
of  those  now  residing  there.  But 
as  the  Branch  grows,  the  chapel 
will  grow  with  them. 

Both  Mowbray  and  Bellville  are 
also  in  the  building  mood,  and 
consequently  in  the  throes  of  a 
fund-raising  campaign.  In  Mow- 
bray, Brother  Stanford  Poulsen 
staged  a  "one-man  fete"  which 
raised  a  tidy  sum  for  the  Building 
Fund,  and  a  jumble  sale  held  in 
Kraaifontein  realised  a  profit  of 
over  R43  for  the  Bellville  Branch. 
It  is  through  such  efforts  as  these 
that  the  chapels  are  being  built 
throughout  the  Mission.  And  the 
result  of  all  this  work  is  a  group 
of  happy  people  with  good  meet- 
ing quarters  that  we  can  call  our 
own,  places  that  are  designed  to 
meet  our  own  specific  and  some- 
times peculiar  requirements.  A 
Mormon  Chapel  is  like  no  other 
place  in  the  whole  world  and  no 
other  place  will  really  suffice  as 
well. 

The  big  news  in  the  building 
programme  this  month  comes  in 
two  parts,  two  announcements. 
The  first  of  these  is  the  announce- 
ment of  the  opening  date  of  tho 
Krugersdorp  Chapel,  which  is 
rapidly  nearing  completion  in 
Monument  Township.  There  is 
still  a  lot  of  work  to  accomplish. 
but  all  the  members  there  felt 
that  they  are  so  near  to  the  end 
of  a  long  road  that  they  are 
labouring  with  all  their  st-ength 
and  most  diligently  to  see  their 
dream  come  true.  It  has  been  a 
very  rewarding  work,  knowing 
that  they  are  doing  something 
that  really  pleases  the  Lord,  and 
it  is  also  very  unselfish  labour. 
Even  when  the  people  complete 
this  labour,  they  cannot  call  the 
chapel  really  their  own;  for  it  is 
the  Lord's  house  and  it  belongs 
to  all  who  come,  if  they  worked 
feverishly  to  erect  it  or  if  they 
joined  the  branch  after  all  was 
finished.  It  is  all  the  same  —  with 
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the  single  and  important  excep- 
tion that  those  who  have  laboured 
so  hard  will  and  have  already 
been  singularly  blessed.  The  open- 
ing date  has  been  officially  set  as 
August  30,  1964,  at  which  time 
Branch  Conference  will  also  be 
held.  We  all  look  forward  to 
attending   this   important   date. 

The  other  piece  of  important 
news  is  exactly  parallel  to  that 
just  given:  the  East  Rand  Chapel 
will  also  be  officially  opened  soon. 
In  fact,  this  chapel  will  become 
their  new  home  on  the  26th  of 
July.  Sister  Lucy  Carr  of  that 
branch  writes  to  tell  us  of  the 
final  preparations  going  on.  Says 
she,  "There  is  such  a  hustle  and 
bustle  going  on  at  the  East  Rand 
at  the  moment  with  everyone 
working  very  hard  to  get  every- 
thing prepared.  There  is  still  a 
lot  to  be  done,  but  with  the 
willingness  and  energy  shown  by 
everybody  concerned,  we  will  be 
ready  by  the  set  time.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  so  much 
physical  work  to  be  done,  the 
spiritual  side  of  things  is  not 
being  neglected.  Although  our 
numbers  are  small  and  although 
quite  a  few  of  us  have  been  ab- 
sent from  the  meetings  due  to  ill- 
ness, we  still  gather  together  and 
enjoy  each  other's  company  and 
get  our  spiritual  needs  filled." 
Here  again  the  opening  is  sche- 
duled to  coincide  with  the  Branch 
Conference  and  a  large  crowd 
should  enjoy  the  services.  This 
chapel  has  been  erected  with 
much  hard  work  and  conscientious 
labour  by  the  members  and  stands 
as  a  beautiful  monument  to  their 


efforts  and  their  faith.  Those  who 
are  within  reasonable  distance 
should  make  every  effort  to  attend 
both  of  these  opening  services  in 
the  near  future;  they  will  be  well 
worth  the  effort  expended.  This 
is  the  goal  that  so  many  of  us 
have  before  us:  a  completion  date 
and  a  finished  building  in  which 
to  meet.  And  this  is  the  goal  which 
these  two  branches  have  achieved.

BRANCH  LIBRARIES 

THE  Lord  has  repeatedly  en- 
couraged his  Saints  to  gain 
knowledge  and  in  particular  he 
has  urged  us  to  seek  "out  of  the 
best  books,  words  of  wisdom".  We 
are  instructed  to  seek  learning, 
even  by  study,  and  also  by  faith. 
It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  the 
Lord  instructed  Oliver  Cowdery 
to  print,  select,  and  write  books 
that  would  be  of  benefit  to  all 
those  in  need  of  learning.  And  it 
is  with  this  in  mind  that  the 
Branches  and  wards  of  the 
Church  have  all  been  urged  to 
begin  their  own  libraries,  making 
available  to  all  members  books 
and  other  instructional  material 
which  will  raise  the  level  of 
awareness  in  all  and  incite  an 
interest  in  good  things.  Whatever 
is  "virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good 
report  or  praiseworthy"  is  worth 
seeking  after.  In  most  of  the 
branches  here  in  our  mission  these 
libraries  are  growing,  as  is  Dur- 
ban's, under  the  careful  eye  of 
Sister  Braithwaite.  Sunday  School 
teachers  often  find  these  libraries 
just   the   thing  they  need   in  pre- 
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paring  for  their  classes,  and  every 
speaker  can  benefit  from  perusing 
the  library.  As  good  music  can 
often  be  turned  to  educational 
purposes,  this  aspect  should  not 
be  ignored  either.  Sister  Ann 
Cloete  of  the  East  Rand  Branch 
used  this  as  a  theme  for  a  fireside 
on  the  10th  of  May  and  found  it 
to  be  most  successful.  After  first 
giving  a  brief  biographical  sketch 
of  the  well-known  singer  Joseph 
Schmidt,  she  played  several 
recordings  of  his  magnificent 
tenor  voice,  which  were  better 
understood  and  appreciated  by  the 
now  more-informed  audience.  This 
arrangement  can  be  put  to  good 
use  in  many  ways  and  most  mem- 
bers would  really  like  to  partici- 
pate in  such  an  educational  and 
enjoyable  evening.  This  is  one  of 
the  distinguishing  features  of  the 
"Mormon"  Church:  we  are  ready 
to  gain  instruction  from  any  good 
source.  All  truth  is  good,  regard- 
less of  its  source  when  we  find  it. 
Let  us  then  bring  our  libraries  up 
to  standards  where  we  can  find 
the  inspiration  and  instruction 
that  the  Lord  desires  us  to  have 
at  all  times.

GAINING    EXPERIENCE 

OF  course,  it  is  not  alone  in 
books  that  we  find  instruc- 
tion. Many  books  would  go  unread 
and  unappreciated  were  it  not 
for  the  concentrated  efforts  of  the 
Sunday  School  organisation.  And 
many  lessons  cannot  be  put  into 
books  for  they  are  of  that  ex- 
tremely important  and  practical 
type  that  eludes  verbal  descrip- 
tion. For  this  facet  of  our  educa- 
tion there  is  no  substitute  for  ex- 
perience, first-hand  understand- 
ing; and  the  Mutual  Improvement 
Association  provides  us  with  the 
proper  experiences  for  our  growth 
in  that  direction.

GENEALOGY 

IN  Salt  Lake  City  there  is  located 
one  of  the  largest  Geneologi- 
cal  Libraries  in  the  World.  The 
Church  has  there  recently  con- 
structed a  fabulous  underground 
vault  in  which  to  house  these  re- 
cords, records  which  total  more 
than  500,000,000  microfilmed  pages. 
There  are  Temples  constructed 
throughout  the  world  today  to  do 
the  work  for  the  dead  which  is 
indicated  by  researching  those 
half-billion  pages.  There  are 
courses  taught  in  all  Church 
Schools  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling members  to  make  full  use 
of  all  information  at  their  dis- 
posal. There  are  missionaries 
called  whose  sole  duty  and  func- 
tion is  to  microfilm  records  in 
different  countries,  and  there  are 
others  who  are  called  only  to  pro- 
cess them.  And  in  every  Branch 
large  enough  to  sustain  such,  and 
in  every  ward  of  the  Church,  there 
are  genealogy  courses  for  the 
members.  That  important  is  this 
work  in  the  eyes  of  the  First  Pre- 
sidency and  of  the  Lord. 

How  much  use  is  made  of  these 
courses?  Are  they  going  unappre- 
ciated? Perhaps  by  an  uninformed 
few — but  not  by  many.  Brother  and 
Sister   Sydney    Gorman   have  put 
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their  whole  effort  into  making  this 
a  well-rounded  programme  and  one 
that  will  function  properly.  They 
spoke  recently  at  the  opening 
night  of  the  new  course  started  in 
Pretoria  under  the  direction  of 
Brother  Jan  Lion-Cachet.  They 
have  also  spoken  around  a  great 
portion  of  the  mission  field  and 
have  inspired  many  people  with 
their  constant  devotion  and  loving 
care  for  those  who  need  their  assis- 
tance. 

Salisbury  has  also  begun  their 
genealogy  programme  again  and 
classes  are  being  held  weekly,  and 
in  the  East  Rand,  things  are  begin- 
ning to  hum.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  RELIEF  SOCIETY 
IS  TO  SAVE  SOULS

OUR  Relief  Society  has  many  angles  to  its  work,  and  in  belonging  to 
this  wonderful  society  we  not  only  gain  tremendously  in  knowledge 
and  understanding,  but  we  are  also  given  untold  opportunities  of  helping 
others.  As  an  organisation  of  women  we  are  taught  primarily  that  we 
are  to  be  helpers.  We  are  helpers  to  the  Priesthood,  that  we  may  provide 
our  menfolk  with  love,  understanding  and  encouragement  in  their  duties 
to  God,  and  so  by  helping  our  Priesthood  carry  out  their  duties  we  are 
indirectly  helping  them  to  save  more  souls. 

Our  own  responsibilities  as  members  of  Relief  Society  are  divided 
into  numerous  duties.  We  are  taught  to  become  good  wives  and  mothers, 
taught  the  fundamentals  of  our  religion  in  theology  and  social  science 
which  helps  us  to  train  and  guide  our  children  along  the  right  path  to 
eternal  progression.  We  are  also  taught  through  the  knowledge  of  the 
gospel  to  be  compassionate  and  loving  and  to  help  others,  especially 
those  less  fortunate  than  ourselves,  and  thus  through  our  love  and 
shining  examples  we  hope  to  encourage  others  to  join  our  ranks  and 
instil  in  them  an  urgent  desire  to  learn  more  of  God's  work  and  the 
parts  they  are  intended  to  play  in  His  kingdom. 

I  would  like  to  quote  a  short  article  by  Ruth  L.  Jones  from  our 
Relief  Society  magazine  of  August,  1963,  entitled  "The  Second  Mile",  for 
it  describes  perfectly  what  we  are  to  do. 

"Compassionate  service  has  been  in  the  past,  and  should  ever  be 
one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  Relief  Society.  Let  us  keep  in  mind 
that  the  great  need  in  the  world  today  is  for  kindness — in  our  thoughts, 
our  words,  and  our  deeds.  Shall  we  not  remember  that  this  was  the 
purpose  for  which  Relief  Society  was  first  organized?  New  sisters  as  they 
join  should  be  given  an  understanding  of  the  privilege  and  duty  they 
have,  as  members  of  Relief  Society,  to  assist  in  giving  compassionate 
service.  Modern  hospital  and  medical  facilities,  with  labour-saving 
devices  in  the  home,  have  obviated  the  need  for  some  of  the  actual 
bedside  care  and  housework  formerly  given.  However,  we  still  have  the 
responsibility  of  rendering  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual  uplifts  to 
those  in  distress.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  asked,  'Who  are  better 
qualified  to  administer  than  our  faithful  and  zealous  sisters,  whose 
hearts  are  full  of  faith,  tenderness,  sympathy,  and  compassion?'  And 
he  answered  the  question,  'No  one.'  (DHC  IV,  page  607) 

"How  much  joy  has  come  to  sisters  in  the  past,  through  visits  to 
the  sick,  the  troubled,  and  the  lonely!  Cherished  friendships  have  been 
made  in  these  rewarding  experiences.  Many  times  such  a  person  has 
gone  into  homes  for  the  purpose  of  giving  comfort  and  service  and 
cheer,  only  to  come  away  knowing  that  she  has  received  the  greater 
blessing  by  the  examples  of  faith  and  courage  she  has  witnessed.  She 
knows  the  truth  of  King  Benjamin's  words,  '  .  .  .  when  you  are  in  the 
service  of  your  fellow  beings  ye  are  only  in  the  service  of  your  God' 
(Mosiah  2:17).  She  learns  for  herself  that  the  way  of  'the  second  mile' 
is  always  in  the  direction  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  when  we  are 
willing  to  go  this  second  mile  with  a  brother  or  sister,  we  are  led 
inevitably  closer  to  Him. 

"  'Let  kindness,  charity,  and  love  crown  your  works  henceforward,'

was  the  counsel  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith." 

So  you  see,  my  sisters,  what  a  tremendous  task  lies  ahead  of  us 
and  although,  as  Ruth  Jones  says,  conditions  are  different  today  with 
regards  to  hospitals  and  so  forth,  there  are  still  many  people,  both  old 
and  young,  who  are  disabled,  lonely  or  maybe  just  discouraged,  who 
need  a  lift  and  the  hope  and  encouragement,  the  joy  and  companionship 
which  a  Saint  can  give. 

Now,  of  course,  the  other  most  important  role  of  all  is  that  which 
the  visiting  Teachers  of  Relief  Society  play.  This  is  a  very  sacred 
trust  given  to  them,  which  they  are  expected  to  carry  out  faithfully  and 
cheerfully.  They  are  to  visit  the  homes  of  every  member  of  the  Church 
who  is  assigned  to  them  and  take  the  teachings  of  Christ  to  them.  In 
doing  this  work,  they  help  members  feel  that  they  are  still  important 
enough  to  be  visited,  that  they  are  still  a  member  of  the  church,  and 
often,  through  the  love  and  understanding  and  sympathy  of  the  teachers, 
these  souls  who  have  drifted  away  from  the  church  and  the  teachings 
of   God   may   feel  again   the   joy   and   spiritual   uplift   from  becoming

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HE  THAT  HATH  EARS 

IN  the  classroom  when  Peter  entered  there  were  already  many  of  the 
students  seated.  The  teacher  had  taken  his  place  in  the  front  and 
only  a  few  of  the  students  still  loitered  in  the  hall.  Peter  slapped  two 
young  laughing  boys  on  the  head  as  he  walked  past  and  then  went 
right  on  to  his  seat  near  the  window.

"This  morning  we  will  look  into 
the  meaning  of  one  of  the  parables  of  the  Savour  as  recorded  in  the 
thirteenth  chapter  of  Matthew.  I  assume  that  you  are  all  familiar  with 
the  story;  it  is  the  parable  of  the  sower."  As  the  teacher  continued  for  a 
minute,  Peter's  mind  wandered  back  in  time  to  when  he  had  last 
studied  that  same  parable  and  what  he  had  learned  at  that  time.  He 
remembered  the  different  things  he  had  been  able  to  reason  out  for 
himself  and  those  few  words  and  applications  that  had  eluded  him  to 
some  extent.  He  wanted  to  have  them  cleared  up  now  and  hoped  that 
the  instructor  would  be  able  to  illuminate  them. 

Mr.  Martin  had  strolled  from  his  chair  and  desk  to  the  board  where 
he  was  now  drawing  a  stick  figure  of  a  farmer  planting  seed,  rather 
carelessly  it  appeared,  and  talking  as  he  drew  of  who  the  sower  was 
to  represent  and  what  the  seed  was.  Peter  was  fairly  sure  that  he  knew 
what  was  going  to  come  next  and  he  was  busy  elaborating  on  the  lecture 
and  adding  to  it  those  points  that  he  thought  would  make  the  lesson 
more  worthwhile.  All  this  he  did  in  his  head,  of  course;  but  it  was  quite 
a  bit  at  that.  Why  he  remembered  one  Vme  he  had  been  engaged  in 
conversation  with  his  friend  and  had  just  suddenly  realized  what  the 
fowls  were  that  came  along  and  devoured  the  seeds.

this  happens  we  ought  to  seek 
strength  from  a  source  higher 
than  our  own,  and  there  is  no 
better  way  to  seek  strength  than 
from  our  Heavenly  Father  in 
prayer.  The  Prophet  Joseph  did 
this  when  languishing  in  Liberty 
Jail. 

Witness  the  depths  of  his  des- 
pair when  he  said,  "O  God,  where 
are  thou?  And  where  is  the 
pavilion  that  covereth  thy  hiding 
place?  How  long  shall  thy  hand 
be  stayed,  and  thine  eye,  yea  thy 
pure  eye,  behold  from  the  eternal 
heavens  the  wrongs  of  thy  peo- 
ple and  of  thy  servants  and  thy 
ear  be  penetrated  with  their  crys? 
Yea,  O  Lord,  how  long  shall  they 
suffer  these  wrongs  and  unlawful 
oppressions,  before  thine  heart 
shall  be  softened  toward  them, 
and  thy  bowels  be  moved  with 
compassion  toward  them?"  (D.  & 
C.  121:1-3.) 

And  then  came  the  answer  of 
the  Lord  to  the  troubled  Prophet 
Joseph:  "My  son,  peace  be  unto 
thy  soul;  thine  adversity  and 
thine  affliction  shall  be  but  a 
small  moment;  And  then,  if  thou 
endure  it  well,  God  shall  exalt 
thee  on  high;  thou  shall  triumph 
over  all  thy  foes  .  .  And  if  thou 
shall  be  cast  into  the  pit,  or  into 
the  hands  of  murderers,  and  the 
sentence  of  death  passed  upon 
thee;  if  thou  be  cast  into  the 
deep;  if  the  billowing  surge  con- 
spire against  thee;  if  fierce  winds 
become  thine  enemy;  if  the  hea- 
vens gather  blackness,  and  all  the 
elements  combine  to  hedge  up  the 
way;    and   above   all,   if   the   very 


jaws  of  hell  .shall  gape  open  the 
mouth  wide  after  thee,  know  thou, 
my  son,  that  all  these  things  shall 
give  thee  experience,  and  shall  be 
for  thy  good."   (D.  &  C.  122:7.) 

We  all  pray  that  we  will  have 
gentle  winds  to  blow  us  along 
life's  way,  but  sometimes  we  run 
into  the  storms,  some  more  fierce 
than  others.  It  is  not  important 
that  we  encounter  gentle  or  the 
strong  winds,  but  what  kind  of  a 
craft  we  have  and  what  kind  of  a 
captain  at  the  helm.  If,  every 
time  we  encounter  a  storm,  we 
give  up  the  ship,  there  is  a  defect 
in  our  character  which  we  should 
remedy  at  once. 

President  McKay,  in  his  talk  to 
the  youth  of  Zion  quotes  from  a 
poem  by  Charles  McKay: 
"If  I  were  a  voice,  a  persuasive 

voice, 
That  could  travel  the  wide 

world  through, 
I  would  fly  on  the  beams  of  the 

morning  light 
And  speak  to  men  with  a  gentle 

might 
And  tell  them  to  be  true. 
I  would  fly  over  land  and  sea, 
Wherever  a  human   heart  might 

be, 
Telling  a  tale  or  singing  a  song 
In  praise  of  the  right 
And  in  blame  of  the  wrong." 

Each  member  of  the  Church 
should  have  as  his  goal  a  home  in 
the  Celestial  Kingdom.  He  should 
keep  that  goal  in  mind  no  matter 
what  storms  may  beat  upon  him 
enroute.  God  will  not  give  us 
storms  greater  than  we  can  with- 
stand. It  is  up  to  us  to  stand  true.

In  brief,  then,  moderation  may  indeed  bring  us  to  a  proper  position 
in  some  things,  but  it  will  also  make  of  us  thieves  and  murderers, 
blasphemers  and  adulterers.  Universal  moderation  is  certainly  not  the 
teaching  that  will  make  all  men  good  and  good  men  better;  it  can  only 
help  us  as  much  as  it  hinders  us,  if  it  is  applied  without  exception.  In 
fact,  we  may  say  that  the  policy  of  moderation  should  only  be  followed 
in  moderation.  It  is  only  when  we  cease  substituting  man-made 
philosophies  for  the  teachings  of  Christ  that  salvation  will  be  an 
attainable  goal.

"Oh,  I  don't  know.  But  listen  to  this:  There  is  a  great  and  intimate 
connection  between  the  parable  of  the  pearl  of  great  price  and  the 
teaching  that  enjoins  diligence  upon  us.  Note  that  the  pearl  was  found 
only  after  a  diligent  search,  not  right  away.  Note  too  that  the  merchant 
had  already  found  many  other  pearls,  indicating  that  he  had  been 
searching  for  quite  a  while.  Thus  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that,  in  its 
application,  the  parable  is  meant  to  convey  that  we  should  never  cease 
our  search  for  truth,  even  though  we  might  have  found  much.  For 
through  diligent  search,  we  may  ..."  "Shh,"  said  his  friend,  who  had 
turned  back  around  to  listen  to  the  teacher.  "O.K.,"  said  Peter,  "I'll  talk 
to  you  later." 

"Notice  the  difference  between  the  fruits;  some  a  hundred  fold,  some 
sixtyfold,  and  some  thirtyfold,"  said  the  teacher.  And  Peter  was  already 
ahead  of  him.  He  knew  what  was  coming  next  and  did  not  particularly 
have  to  listen.  He  missed  the  comments  on  the  various  fruits,  as  he  also 
missed  the  remarks  of  the  distinction  between  the  stony  places  and  the 
"way  side".  He  had  not  heard  the  interpretation  of  the  phrase  "And 
when  the  sun  was  up",  a  phrase  he  had  always  read  right  over.  He 
heard  not  what  the  thorns  were  that  sprang  up  and  choked  the  budding 
plants,  nor  did  he  hear  what  the  watering  procedure  might  be  to  increase 
the  harvest.  All  the  time  he  was  remembering  the  facts  that  were  already 
in  his  head,  and  bringing  to  his  mind  now  what  he  might  be  able  to  say 
on  this  parable.  It  was  as  though  his  learning  days  were  over. 

"Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear,"  read  Mr.  Martin.  "This  is 
to  convey  that  the  parable  is  of  universal  applicability,  but  at  the 
same  time  to  remind  the  disciples  that,  although  all  men  had  physical 
ears,  some  have  not  hearing-ears.  They  will  not  listen,  because  they 
are  unteachable.  They  know  everything  and  they  would  rather  tell  you 
the  things  they  know  than  be  told  something  new  themselves.  We  can 
all  learn  from  these  lessons  which  Jesus  gave,  every  one  of  us — you  and 
I  both.  But  woe  unto  him  that  will  not  hear  because  of  pride;  he  shall 
never  hear  the  words  as  they  were  meant  to  be  heard.  Therefore,  'He 
that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.' " 

But  Peter  was  still  reciting  other  things  he  had  once  learned.
